Martial Law Declared 


Leaders of Uprising Are 
Subdued. 


VIOLENT FIGHTING 
MARKS UPRISING 


Republican Guard Sur- 
rounds Revolutionists in 
Telegraph Office and 
Force Their Surrender. 


Lisben, July 19.—An unsuccessful 
revolution ended with complete vic- 
tory for the government Sunday after 
violent street fighting which compelled 
the application of martial law to the 
whole of Lisbon province. 

Fighting began Saturday night 
when a group of officers, led by Cap- 
tain Batista, escaped from the San 
Juliao fortress, where they had been 
confined for participating in the 
bloody revolution of last April, and 
attempted to seize the capital. The 
fighting continued during the night, 
and martial law was proclaimed Sun- 
day. The revolutionists took refuge 
in the telegraph office. 

The malcontent officers, insurgent 
citizens who had aided them and some 
members of the crew of the cruiser 
Vasco Gama were finally arrested. by 
the authorities. Other revolutionists 
resisted and were wounded in an ex- 
change of fires

SUNDAY IS QUIET 
AS DAYTON RESTS 


Defense Will Seek To 
Have Testimony of Sci- 
entists Read Aloud in 
Courtroom Today.

Dayton, Tenn., July 19.—The Rhea 
county courthouse and the pine-covered 
hills beyond the village outskirts will 
echo for the next two days with the 
final arguments of the Scopes evolu- 
tion trial. 

Most of the counsel on both sides 
will make final speeches to the jury, 
Clarence Darrow will close for the 
defense and William Jennings Bryan” 
will follow him with the last word 
of the prosecution. 

This debate, which may run over 
into Tuesday, will be one of the most 
unique in modern times and as sig- 
nificant in the struggle to break the 
shackles of the mind as the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates were in breaking those 
of the body. , 

When court opens at 9 a. m. Mon- 
day, the defense will seek to have read 
in court the statements of the ex- 
cluded _ scientific witnesses. Judge 
Raulston has ruled these statements 
may be printed in the record but the 
defense desires they be read aloud so 
that the radio audience and the spec: 
tators may hear them. 

Extra Day Possible. 

If this reading should be permitted 
the trial will be prolonged an extra 
day probably. But if they are merely 
presented without being read, the clos- 
ing arguments will begin at once. As 
these arguments are expected to con- 
sume about eight hours, they will 
run over into Tuesday. The jury’s 
deliberation, no doubt, will be ex- 
ceedingly - brief. 

Sunday was quiet in Dayton. There

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U.S. Tidectnients 
In Europe Near 
Ten Billion Mark 


Washington, July 19.—(/)—Amer- 
ican capital, flowing into foreign 
fields for investment, was estimated 
by the commerce department today to 
have amounted to $551,591,000 during 
the first six months of the calendar 
year 1925. This brought the value 
of private American investments 
abroad to a total of $9,5C0,000,000. 

The acceleration of. the foreign in- 
vestment tendency in the . United 
States was ullustrated to some ex- 
tent by the department's showing that 
the total for the first six months of 
1924 was only $379,700,000, although 
during the latter half of 1924 the 
records placed the total at $830,087,- 
000. All of the figures were based on 
the public offerings of foreign secur- 
ities made for United States investors. 

Foreign government offerings, or the 
borrowings of enterprises enjoying 
governmental guarantees, accounted 
for $416,671,000 of the 1925 foreign 
investment total. Foreign corporations 
depending solely on their own credit 
got scarcely a quarter of the Amer- 
ican Joans, but this was an increase 
from one-seventh last year.

Fez, Morocco, July. 19.—(/)—In- 
creasingly hard Riffian attacks, after 
the lull in the fighting, are being met 
by the tired French troops with great 
persistency. The troops are heartened 
by the arrival of Marshal Petain. 
They regard him as “the big chief,” 
whose coming means that polities will 
be given a vacation and the soldiers 
helped to fight. 

The aviation arm of the French 
service steadily is growing in impor- 
tance. Yesterday 40 aerial bombard- 
ments were carried out by the air- 
craft, which in an aimost constant

Trails in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains ot North Georgia

Memories of the Cherokees. 

In the’ vicinity of Mount Yona there are 
also a number of very interesting Indian 
mounds, containing in some instances, in 
a state of almost perfect preservation, va- 
rious’ utensils of war and domestic life of 
the Cherokee Indians. It this neigh- 
borhood also that only a few years ago 
there was unearthed the forms of ten mem- 
bers of a gigantic race of people who in- 
habited the country at some remote but 
undetermined period. 

West of Cornelia, 
an excellent road brings one to—fower moun- 
tain, where a panorama of rast distances 
spreads itself before the ere, extending 
northward beyond the border line: of the 
state of South Carolina.

The first town@fo the north is Clarks- 
ville, the county seat, in a .typical moun- 
tain environment. Continuing northward 
one comes to the Tallulah Falls station. 
The country here presents a sharp  con- 
trast to the other parts of the mountains. 
Here the Tallulah river has cut great 
gorges and chasms through the rived nw 
leaving behind it in many places immense 
walls of naked rock rising hundreds of feet 
above the river bed. 

What was undoubtedly one of the most 
beautiful waterfalls in America—Tallulah 
Falls—has been literally erased fram the 
landscape by a recent waterpower develop- 
ment. On the other hand, and in some 
measure compensating for the loss of the 
falls and the greatly diminishing. flow of 
the river, at varions points mountain lakes 
have been formed which are several miles 
long and two or three miles wide.

DISGUISE. 

A medical woman, confessing that 
she is “one of those senseless women 
who have. been addicted to powder and 
rouge for some years,” declares she 
never had a dermatitis and wonders 
whether there are any statistics to 


bear out the notion that the use of. 


cosmetics is particularly injurious. 
She thinks the number of cases of 
skin disease caused by cosmetics must 
be very small compared with the great 
number of women who use them. 

Let the general term “cosmetics” 
include not only the ordinary face 
powders, so-called creams, rouges and 
lip sticks but also the hair dyes, al- 
leged hair tonics, hair curlers, hair 
slickers (or sheik salve), hair remov- 
ers, sweat -suppressers, deodorants, 
fake eye lash growers, humbug wrin- 
kle removers, heroic complexion peel- 
ers, cnustic freckle removers, and the 
thousand and one cosmetic nostrums 
which appeal to the dumbbell imagina- 
tion, and we are constrained to tell 
the fair physician that even without 
a single statistic we. just know thie 
risks involved in the popular use of 
cosmetics are quite as bad as they 
are painted. Our medical sister—who 
frankly enought tells the world “the 
real reason we use face powder and 
rouge is to please you’’—i. e@., us mar- 
ried men, mainly. If that be true, 
all I gotta say will probably create less 
unpleasantness if left im my chest. 
But I will say this much, with the 
editor's kind permission: Men over 

2 years of age (mentally) seldom ad- 
mire the type ‘of beauty featured in the 
colored comic strip. 

Children should: never be permitted 
to use cosmetics under any circum- 
stances. A child is @ person under 


i16 yvenrs of age. 


Girls over 16 sometimes require the 
aid of cosmetics in the care of skin, 
and complexion, though nine 
times out of ten girls in their ‘teens 
gain nothing from the use-of cosmetics 
and at least one of every ten girls 
using them suffers attual injury to 
hair, skin or complexion, not to men- 
‘asional poisonous effect of 
these nostrums. ‘The young 
skin,-for instance, is usualiy copious 
ly supplied with natural skin oil, and 
therefore it is a mistake to add more 
oil or grease or fat in the shape of 
“cream” of any kind. With many 
women the skin remains young, in tnis 
sense, for half a lifetime. The old 
skin is comparatively dry and harsh 
and irritable and inclined to wrinkle; 
such a skin requires more oil «han 
nature provides, and the wise worn 
governs herself accordingly, in the 
choice of cosmetics. This is one of the 
fuffdamental applications of cosmetic 
hygiene, which subject. I perpose to 
discuss in a series of talks to fotlow 
from time to time. Brains and beau- 
ty are often considered strangers, but 
that is just a superficial deduction 
arising, I faney, from the not infre- 
quent association of a mere doll-like 
prettiness or cuteness with the moron 
mentality: this type of “beauty” 1s 
spurious and does not last more than 
a few short vears. Real beauty and 
brains seem to be constant companions 
worshipers at the shrine of 
the goddess Hygeia. 

There is good sense and. therefore 
good health in the dictum that it is 
a woman's duty to keep herself as 
attractive as possible. If this calls 
for the use of any kind of disguise, 
from hair dye to artificial hips, well 
and good, let her use ’em, but let her 
use ‘em intelligently, which means with 
such ¢consummate skill or art that tae 
deception shall not be obvipus to the 
casual observer. And that requires 
brains, as the casual observer will 
readily agree.

SOFT LIPS. 

Cracked lips are almost as frequent 
on thechot summer days as on the cold 
winter ones. But a lipstick is not so 
easy to. use, since™the oil melts al- 
most as soon as it is on the lips. The 
best thing to do, if the lips crack from 


sunburn, is to use a white cream lip- 
stick last thing at night, and to re- 
member to cover the lips thickly with 
cold cream when cleansing the face. 

There are two kinds of lipsticks, 
the colored and the white cream kind. 
The white cream is only to keep the 
lips soft, the red, of course, is frank- 
ly make up. The white cream is a 
lighter cream, almost as light as mas- 
sage cream, the red, being made to 
stay on the lips for, several hours, is 
stiffer and drier. ‘he red lipsticks 
will not melt, and they will keep the 
lips soft and prevent chapping from 
the sun. 

However, if you do not approve of 
make up—and of all times, hot sum, 
mer days are the last days to use it 
-——and if vour mouth is sentitive and 
the lips erack easily, you can com- 
promise. ‘There are rose color sticks, 
of about the shade of one’s. own lips, 
that are invisible. that do not ‘‘make 
up” the face at all, but that are stiff 
enough to stay on without running 
through the hottest day.

“The grass familv is one of the 
first in the plant world and must be 
included in our list, Mr. Buprbank,”’ 
was my suggestion one morning. 

“Mankind has depended for many 
generations on the cereals for food 
and anything that improves them even 
to a slightest degree is important,” he 
said. “In the case of wheat the dif- 
ferent varieties have hecome so fixed 
from long cultivation that every plant 
grown from the seed or for the seed, 
reproduces itself quite accurately. 

“The cause of this is that the plant 
is self-fertilized, a characteristic that 
has been developed from growing it 
in masses, and thus by mass selection 
it became uniform.”

FIRING IMPROVED 


Washington, July 19.—(/)—Sub- 
stantial progress, in development of 
anti-aircraft fire in “aecuracy and 
volume” has been noted by Major 
General John L. Hines, chief of staff, 


from advance reports of the first 
phases of the extensive program of 
summer test firing, inaugurated by 
the war department as a result of the 
controversy over aircraft matters be- 
fore congressional committees at the 
last session. The tests are being made 
at Fort Tilden, N. Y., San Francisco, 
Fort Barrancas, Fla... and in Hawaii. 
Hines Submits Report. 


A report to acting Secretary Davis 
by General Hines, made public to- 
night, shows that results “gratifying 
to those responsible for the develop- 
ment of anti-aircraft artillery” had 
been obtained at Fort Tilden during 
the last week with both three-inch 
guns and machine rifle.fire against | 
targets towed by airplanes. Units of 
the sixty-second coast artillery 
manned the guns. The three-inch bat- 
teries fired 445 shots in eight min- 
utes and 40 seconds at a target towed 
70 miles an hour at an elevation of 
6,000 feet for a distance of about 
two and one-half miles. 

“While one target was shot down 
and lost at sea,’ General Hines said 
in summarizing the results, “seven 
holes were counted in the targets re- 
covered. This means that each of the 
two batteries scored a hit three times 
a minute. 

“The batteries fired at a rate 
slightly above 51 shots per battery 
per minute, which is over 12 3-4 shots 
per gun per minute. 

“The percentage of hits scored, 5.6, 
or one hit tor each 18 shots fired, 
is about six times as many hits as 
have been claimed for the firing at the 
end of the world war.’ 

In ten days of firing preliminary to 
this test, the 3-inch batteries at Fort 
Tilden fired’ 2,027 rounds of towed 
targets, scoring 83 hits of which 59
